Princess Anastasia, widow of Wil- 
liam B. Leeds, the American “tin 
plate king’ from whom she inherited 
a fortune estimated at %$40,000.000, 
received many preposals of marriage 
from royal and titled persons before 
she finally accepted Prince Christo- 
pher of Greece, son of the late King 
George of Greece and brother of King 
George 11, who succeeded to the Greek 
throne upon the death of King Con- 
stantine in January, 1923. They were 
married in 1920. 

Princess Anastasia was Miss Nan- 
nie May Stewart, daughter of a

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Increase of 13 per cent over July, 
1922, was shown in reports of sales 
made by 38 department stores in the 
Sixth federal reserve district for July, 
it was revealed Wednesday by the 
monthly economie report issued by the| 
Atlanta Federal Reserve bank. Stocks 
of merchandise in the stores showed 


an increase of 10 per cent over last | 


July. Wholesale and retail trade as 
a whole was smaller than in June of 
this year, showing the usual seasonal 
slackening. 

The Sixth district comprises Geor- 
gia, Florida, Tennessee, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana. 

An attitude of waiting has been 
noticeable in all business lines, due to 
the inability to accurately estimate 
the cotton and other agricultural 
crops which have more bearing on 
general business conditions than in 
previous seasons, the review said. 

There has been a manifest cotton 
decline in all states of the district 
between June 25 and July 25 except 
in Tennessee, and the condition was 
lower than it was ut the same time 
last year. An increase in acreage has 
resulted in a higher estimated pro- 
duction. : 

Florida oranges showed a gain of 
one point, and on August 1 were 94 
per cent of normal. A large crop of 
oranges is expected and unless unfa- 
vorable conditions develop production 
will be very heavy next season. Grape- 
fruit prospects ~)so indicated a good 
crop, showing 9: per cent of normal 
August 1. 

Alabama corn aa: favorable weath- 
er during early August and an esti- 
mated production of 47,445,000 bush- 
els, compared with 50,932,000 bushels 
last year, was made. Georgia corn 
suffered extremely unfavorable condi- 
tions and the crop is estimated to be 
the shortest since 1909, with the ex- 
ception of last year. The estimated 
output of the year is 49,618,000 bush- 
els, compared with 52,620,000 last 
year. The estimate of Tennessee was 
77 per cent of the normal yield. 

Tobaceo Crop Good. 

Georgia tobacco yield is estimated 
to be much larger than in many years.

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ICE-FLOES FARTHER SOUTH THAN ‘EVER BEFORE — 


Fall as Sun’s Rays Weaken| 


_ BY PIERRE VAN PAASSEN. 
Scientists are forecasting an early 


fall. 


Arctic floes, hundreds of miles in 
length and icepergs * towering | above 
the foam-flecke? waters in dazzling, 
blinding whiteness are slowly drifting 
southward in_ majestic and terrifying 
procession. During the whole s Ba pe 
and summer.they have defied the 
helium rays of the sun and now they 
start on their slow journey down the 
Atlantic along the frozen forest 
coasts of Ungava, Labrador and 
Greenland. 

Not within the ken of humans has 
the mass-of ice bearing down upon 
the American continent been so large, 
according to reports received from 
the Hudson Bay and Ungava obser- 
vation stations. ‘ 

These reports were received recen*- 
Ivy by Sir Frederick Stuppart, chief of 
the Meteorological Observation 
bureau at Toronto. Sir Frederick, 
ly the way, is the man who foretold 
with an exactness almost uncanny., 
the place where the three lost Ameri- 
can balloonists would land. 


Less Heat From Sun. 

Couple with that the discovery of 
Dr. C. G. Abbott, of Smithsonian In- 
stitute, that the sun is giving off less 
heat this year and there is the ex- 
planation for the forecast of an early 
fall and a severe winter. At the rate 
of cooling that the sun is undergoing 
at the present time, it will take sev- 
eral million years before that time 
will come of which the great Camille 
Flammarion spexks in his book “The 
End of the World.” when cold will 
enwrap the last members of. the 
frozen human race in its merciless 
mantle and the earth will be as void 
of life as it was in the days preced- 
ing creation when garkness was over 
the face of the waters ,. 

The existence of the immense ice- 
floes has’ been verified by the hydro- 
graphic and geodetic survey offices 
of the United States government. 
Whalers pulling in at the northern 
shores of Canada and Newfound!and 
tell of icebergs of monstrous size, 
which cause tne wind that sweeps 
over them to be like a breath of 
death. 

Ice Tears Land Away. 

The loose ice floes are piling up on 
the coast of Labrador, tearing ito 
the cliffs and casting whole sections 
of Jand into the waters beneath. The 
nights on the Artic ocean are of win- 
ter brillianes, according to the fish- 
ers returning at Havifax and St. 
John’s The milky way is awash 
each night with liquid™fire, the stars 
are scintiliating and flicker’ ng as 
they do when Boress, that rude blus- 
terer, has been released from bis 
summer habitations. 

The sun has not melted the usual 
amounts of snow and ice in the un- 
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charted north. This is the reason 
the-icefloes have survived and are 
now moving southward and will form 
the basis for the deposits of sleet, 
snow and ice that next winter will 
bring. 

The sun is already halfway back 
from its annual Northern trip. The 
accumulated cold therefore has a 
good start on its southward journey 
and this means an early fall and a 
severe winter, according to those who 
profess to know. 

Gales which swept the coast of 
Greenland last spritig caused immense 
disturbances, Great amounts of ice 
were d ged and swept southward. 
This disturbance caused even deflec- 
tions in the Gulf stream and _ inci- 
dentally was responsible for the cold 


spring and summer in England and 
the other lands washed by the balmy 


Gulf stream. 

In the Pacific Ocean the sime 
thing applies. Japanese meteorolo- 
gists fear a rice famine as cold air 
currents are damaging the rice crops. 
The ice area in the Pacific and At- 
lantic is projecting beyond points 
never before reached in. modern bis- 


tory.

Premier Mussolini remained at the 
Chigi palace until 3 a. m. conferring 
with foreign office officials and gen- 
eral staff officers. The foreign of- 
ice is keeping in constant touch with 
the embassies in London, Paris and 
Athens. 

Belief is growing that the assassin- 
ations were instigated at the Greek 
government, through dissatisfaction 
with the decisions of the comniission 
marking the frontier. 

An unconfirmed report is current 
that an Italian warship has been dis- 
patched from ‘Trieste to the Greek 
Island of Korfu, directly across the 
channel from Santa Quaranta, Al- 
bania. 

An official report of the assassi- 
nation, sent to the ‘foreign office by 
Captain De Limperani, French mem- 
ber of the commission, says the mas- 
Sacre occurred Monday. The Italian 
delegation was about a mile ahead of 
the Italian party. As they passed 
through a wood near Kakadia, their 
car was forced to halt by a .arge 
tree which had been felled across 
the road. Peasants nearby heard a 
lengthy fusillade of saots ring out, 
as the assasins fired from ambush.

EMOTIONS FOREMOST AND 
IN BOTH NATIONS, DANGER. 

London, August 29.—The dramatic 
suddenness of Premier Mussolini's 
note igs exciting diplomats and rais- 
ing a new Balkan war scare. 

It is regarded as encouraging here 
however, that the note does not con- 
stitute an ultimatum, as it does not 
specify any date by which Greece 
must accept the demands, and this 
will probably permit the first flare 
up of indignation to cool off before 
serious damage is done, 

Few European bankers are willing 
to invest in another war, but there 
are, nevertheless, discouraging fea- 
tures in the situation which the note 
has raised to the crisis point. 

Bumper crops throughout Europe 
afford sufficient food for contending 
armies, and the fact that the harvest 
has been completed releases men for 
military service. 

Fear Premier’s Temper. 

It is also feared that Mussolini’s 
well known impetuousity of character, 
combined with the belligerence of the 
huge Fascist faction in Italy, may 
result in drastic action which a less 
emotional] group would not support. 

The Greeks, furthermore, aiso are 
emotional, although they have just 
emerged from a damaging war and are 
in no position to fight, Greek pride 
cannot readily accomodate itself to 
such demands as the Italian pre nier 
has made. 

If Greece spurns these demands, 
and Mussolini decides upon a sudden 
occupation of the territory, it is not 
likely that Greece could remain in- 
active. : 

Macedonia has been a battlefield 
for centuries. It is rich in copper and 
coal. but its resources have been vir- 
tually unexploited. Greece, Italy and 
Jugo-Slavia all covert the zone. 


ITALY peat “* 
OVER MAS , 

Rome, August 29.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —The assassination of 
five Italian members of the Greco- 
Albanian boundary mission has cre- 
ated a profound impression here, and 
it is announced that the government 
has already taken “the severe meas- 
ures the extraordinary gravity of the 
situation warrants.” 

An official report of the massacre 
to the council of ambassadors says 
that the five men killed were: Gen- 
eral Tellini, Dr. Corti, the medical 
attache; Lieutenant Bonacini, For- 
neti, a chauffeur, and Craveri, an in- 
terpreter. i 

The assassinations occurred Mon- 
day, the report asserts, as the party 
was motoring from Janina, Albania, 
to Santi uaranta. The road lay 
through a forest and when the auto- 
mobile had reached a point not far 
from the Greek frontier post at Kaka- 
dic the chauffeur was forced to stop 
because of the density of the wood. 

“Suddenly firing opened on the 
commission,” the report continued. 
“From thirty to forty shots were 
fired, Dr. Corti being killed instantly. 
The others died after making a vain 
effort to reach shelter. General Tel- 
lini collapsed after walking about 
twenty paces. 4

“Because of the isolation of the 
place and the difficulties of transpor- 
tation, medical aid and a police de- 
tachment from Janina did not arrive 
until nightfall. 

“Inasmuch as the bodies were 
neither disturbed nor searched by the 
assailants, it is believed that the crime 
was committed from political motive. 
An official inquiry gave no results.” 

The report added that the French 
and British members of the commis- 
sion. who are in the mountains on 
the northern frontier, had been noti- 
fied of the massacre.

A tract-of 235 acres on the outskirts 
of the city was purchased for $235,000 
and a park commission was formed on mod- 
ern lines to develop it. 

Value Has Increased. 

Fron this small .beginning, under intelli- 
gent Inanagement, the holdings of the 
park commission have increased to about 
$9,000,000, against which there is a bonded 
indebtedness of abont $600.000, and the 
park acreage has increased from about 
275 acres to nearly 1.900 acres.

Fruit Before the War

Fifty years ago there 


and useful citizens down in the pine belt 
of Decatur county I have ever known. His 
name was Sutton Frulock. 

People in these times may have called 
him a ‘‘crank’’ on one subject—horticul- 
When you wernt to his house 
would offend him if yon did not take home 
a buggy full of fruit. His farm was 
not over 20 miles from the Florida line. He 
always had 15 to 20 acres in fruit and 
never sold one dime’s worth of it. He 
had one son, a noble man, the youngest 
of three who were in the civil war. 

This one inherited his father’s admira- 
tion for horticulture. So in the 70s when 
the ancestor died and the trees were al! 
practically dead from neglect, this son, 
when the ‘‘boom’? for the LConte pear 
started, cut the old orchard out and planted 
it in LeConte pears. 

In one year, about 1883 or 1884, he sold 
in New York $1,800 worth of pears. The 
same amount I.am sure would have sold 
for $3,000 or $4,000 today. 

In the original orchard were the finest 
pears, quinces, grapes, figs and all varie- 
ties, apples, peaches and pomegranates. I 


have seen apples in his house all the year.

One young fellow, not more than 30, 
with claw-like hands, pounded a piano 
in his coat sleeves. He came over to 
our table to “cadge” a drink. He said 
he used to “spiel uptown in a swell 
joint.” 

“What brought you here?” IT asked. 

_ “Booze and a bierde.” was his sue- 
cinct reply. 

The piece de resistance on the menu 
was raw steak sandwiches with gener- 
ous slices of raw onions. During the 
time I was there a policeman strolled 
in. The hush was ominous, but he 
merely strolled over to a water cooler 
and refreshed himself with a drink. 

A placid-eyed, wrinkled Chinaman 


sat in one corner with a girl of not 
more than 20, They never talked, but 
smoked one cigarette after another.

After a careful. survey of the national 
political situation The Chronicle feels that 
Hon. William Gibbs McAdoo, of Georgia, 
Tennessee, New York and California, is the 
man who can lead the democratic hosts 
to victory next year. A Georgian, a former 
Chronicle carrier boy back in the seventies, 
when just. a lad in his home town of 
Milledgeville, a southerner who became, in 
a few years, one of the few really great 
men of the nation, we take pleasure in 
commending him to the party which is cer- 
tain to return to power next year, if we 
are at all sagacious in our decision as to 
who shall lead us. The Augusta Chronicle, 
the south’s oldest newspaper, and the lead- 
ing paper in the tenth congressional district 
of Georgia, in which district Mr. McAdoo 
was reared until in his teens, takes great 
pleasure in urging his nomination. 

In the advocacy of Mr. McAdoo we are 
taking into consideration the eminent fit- 
ness of the man and the practical politics 
in the case, One without the other would 
result in almost certain defeat. Therefore, 
we must have a standard Wearer next year 
who is one of the stalwarts of the party 
and a man who can be elected. There 
is no question as to Mr. McAdoo’s ability; 
there are splendid reasons for his prac- 
ticability. 

Represents Wilson.

His reward, the 
secretaryship of the treasury, was nothing 
more than his due and his able adminis- 
tration of that department of the govern- 
ment challenged the admiration of the world 
of finance. After he had resigned, Hous- 
ton, Harding, et al., drove us into financial 
chaos by their insane deflation policy, which 
policy Mr. McAdoo condemned in a letter 
to the editor of The Chronicle in Decem- 
ber, 1920. 

McAdoo is solid with labor and solid with 
capital, except the capital that controls 
railroads, because they say he surrendered 
to the Big Four brotherhood in 1918 when 
director-general of railroads, giving them 
outrageous wages.

McAdoo for being a friend to labor. Of 
course, he had nothing to do with the 
Adamson act of 1916 giving the railroad 
employees an Increase in wages.

We were in the 
Congress passed an 
act empowering the president to take over 
the railroads and this was done to prevent 
the impending strike. The railroad brother- 
hoods agreed not to call a strike on January 
1 if the president would appoint a wage 
commission to look into the situation and 
report back. This commission was appointed 
and recommended increases in pay retro- 
active to January 1. Mr. McAdoo, as dl- 
rector-general, simply carried into effect 
the recommendations of the wage commis- 
sion. He may or may not have agreed 
with the commission, but the proof that 
the wage commission was not far wrong 
is found in the fact that the same stand- 
ards of pay fixed by them are in effect on 
almost all railroads at this time. 

McAdoo is a man who inspires big c¢on- 
fidence of big business; yet a man who is 
not fettered by the shackles of the large 
Big business will find him 
in big business but 
in its place, not 


corporations, 
a man who believes 
big business must stay 
becoming too grasping, too arrogant, too 
indifferent to public interest. In 
McAdoo is a novel sort of a man, one who 
is idolized by labor and who has the 
confidence of capital,—and then, too, he is

Popular in West. 

The west {s demanding a progressive and 
McAdoo is an adopted son of California 
and a progressive. There is not a reac- 
tionary bone in his body. The republican 
party is split from center to circumference. 
resident Coolidge is almost certain to be 
the nominee of the G. 0. P., and he will 
be fought by Hiram Johnson, Borah, La- 
Follette, Magnus Johnson, Brookhart and 
other western senators. The supporters 
of this group would rather vote for the 
progressive McAdoo, of Loe Angeles, Cal., 
than the conservative Coolidge of Massa- 
chusetts. McAdoo will sweep the west and 
the solid south and will go in by the biggest 
margin that any president has been elected 


by in years. 

Now, let’s see about the other candidates. 
We have that eplendid citizen of our sister 
atate of Alabama who is making a bid for 
the nomination. Georgia gave a compll- 
mentary vote to Oscar Underwood in the 
presidential primary of 1912 and it did not 
mean anything. ‘We turned our backs on 
Wilson and stood by a senator of the south. 
That was a splendid thing to do in one 
sense of the word, but it did not get us 
anywhere. Senator Underwood has no 
chance of being nominated. He is a south- 
erner and is reputed to be a conservative.

However, we will get in 
a southerner anyway, one who was born in 
the south, has aspirations for the south, 
sympathy with southern ideals—a progres- 
sive who has the confidence of the con- 
servatives, a man of proven ability, of 
idealism, of character—William G. McAdoo, 
who will be the nominee, unless a miracle 
happens, and we do not expect that.

“Hitching On” a Dangerous Sport. 

Hitching on behind motor trucks 
and automobiles ail stealing rides is 
a pastime that has caused hundreds 
of children to be killed or crippled. 

The child is likely to lose his hold 
at any moment, fall on the pavement 
and be run over by a car approaching 
from behind. 

A vehicle may come up from behind 
and crush him against the car he is 
holding on to. 

If the car is going at high speed, 
turning a corner suddenly may throw 
the child to the pavement with such 
violence that an arm or leg may be 
broken. 

Children often let go suddenly and 
shoot out to one side right in the path 
of a car approaching from the oppo- 
site direction. 

It is too much to expect that chil- 
dren realize the danger of “hitching 
on,” they must be thoroughly taught 
the risks.

Poisonous and Harmless Snakes. 

As this js the season for the woods 
and fields let us consider the snake. 
Besides the rattler there are only 
three varieties of snakes capable 
poisoning victims of their bites 
the United States. They are 
easily recognized. 

The coral snake is found only in 
a restricted area in the -southern 
states and is distinguished by its bril- 
liant markings. 

The water moccasin and the cop- 
perhead are both “pit vipers,” that is | 
they have a characteristic pit or de- 
pression in the head between the eye | 
and the nostril, triangular shaped | 
head, with massive muscular devel- 
opment of the jaw. 

Venomous snakes are thicker in| 
proportion to their length than harm- 
less snakes and their surface appears 
rougher. The pupil of the eye is el- 
liptical, like a cat’s, instead of round, 
as in the ordinary blacksnake. The 
blacksnake should not be ki-led be- 
cause it is an enemy and destroyer 


of venomous snakes and vermin. The 
common water snake erroneously 
ealled “water moccasin,” is equally 
harmless and useful to man. It is 
not a genuine moccasin, lacking the 
pit and the elliptical pupil of the poi- 
sonous snake. The puff adder is an- 
other karmless variety. 

The forked tongue of a snake has 
nothing to do with its poisonous 
character. The sting or bite is of 
course made with the fangs or ee 
teeth in the upper jaw. Through 
the fang g canal carries the venom 
from the venom sac or gland at the 
root of the fang. The force of the 
strike squirts the venom from the sac 
into the tissues of the victim, a veri- 
table hypodermic injection of poison. 

Symptoms following snake bite are 
much the same from all three poison- 
ous varieties named. Slight pain is 
felt at first, but the pain gradually 
increases until it becomes very severe

A 600-watt transmitter has 
been set up at the home office of 
Hiram Percy Maxim, inventor, who 
is president of the league. 

“he use of this strong equipment 
was decided on when messages from 
the Bowdoin ceased while the ship 
was sailing north along Greenland. 
The last previous message came 
through July 28, 

Difficulties Great. 

The difficulties encountered on the 
voyage, from the point of view of the 
radio expert, are declared to be great, 
but not insurmountable, in a state- 
ment issued at Hartford after the 
receipt of the message giving the 
Etah position. 

The Bowdoin left Monhegan island 
off Maine June 26 with a crew of 
six men, including Dr. MacMlilan, 
bound for scientific research and ex- 
ploration.. The schooner has a small, 
but powerful radio receiving and 
transmitting apparatus and messages 
were exchanged at her ports of call 
along the coast of South Labrador, 
Cape Breton island, Battle Habor, 
Labrador, Turnavik island and God- 
thaab, Greenland. 

The message of July 28 said she 
was leaving the following night, after 
a day of scientific work in terres- 
trial magnetism, and would make the 
90-mile run to Sukkertoppen, a fish- 
ing hamlet, half way between God- 
thaab and haven. 

After that, repeated calls sent out 
by the most powerful radio stations 
in the country brought no answer. 

Ice conditions had .been reported 
extremely bad and to this danger 
was added those of storm and colli- 
sion with icebergs. 

K. B. Warner, of Hartford, secre- 
tary of the American Radio Relay 
league, says: ‘I regard the inter- 
ruption of communication as due 
simply to prevailing summer atmos- 
pheric conditions. 

Time Was Short. 


“A month ago Mix, the Bowdoin 
operator, was complaining of the 
short time he had each night for 
keeping in touch with the country. 
Only during darkness could he hear 
our stations and his period of dark- 
ness was decreasing each night and 
at that time it was night for but 
two hours out of the twenty-four. 
The sun didn’t set until near midnight 
and it was up again at 2 o'clock. 

“I know, of course, that the Bow- 
doin progressed into a country where 
the sun didn’t set at all, for she was 
sailing into the long Arctic summer 
of but a single day many months 
long. We had hoped that her radio 
equipment would permit reception 
here of some sort of signals even dur- 
ing their continuous daylight. 

‘The Arctic summer is approaching 
an end. Bach day now the sun cir- 
cles closer to the horizon. Within a 
few weeks it will dip below the-hori- 
zon for a few moments, and daily 
this period will lengthen. When it 
gets to be as much as an hour a day 
the Bowdoin will surely be able to 
maintain communication with us. As 
time goes on the sun will get so far 
below the rim that it will not show 
at any time in the day, and then the 
half vear long Arctic nights will be 
on. Then the radio operator will be 
in radio heaven fer signals will reach 
him from untold distances at all 
hours. Whenever it is dark in our 
country he will be able to talk with 
us, and when it is light here he will 
be in touch with European stations. 

Explains the Reason. 

“Tt may be wondered why so simply 
a thing as sunlight can be held re- 
sponsible for the interruption of com- 
munication. All radio enthusasts 
know that their working range is 
much greater jafter night fall, The 
reason is that the sun’s rays ionize 
the earth’s atmosphere, making it of 
such nature that it absorbs a consider- 
able portion of all radio power. With- 
in a short time after sundown, how 
ever, the ionized condition disappears 
because the stimulating effect of the 
sur’s rays is no longer felt and then 
radio waves travel with only the 
slightest decrease in strength. The 
Bowdoin’s daylight range is but a 
few hundred miles, conditions are 
much worse now than if the Bow- 
doin’s transmitter were in darkness 
and it were light here. 

“The small available space on board 
the Bowdoin precluded the installa. 
tion of any more powerful sending set 
Radio operation always becomes re 
markably more successfnl as winter 
approaches. The shorter days the ab 
sence of absorbing foliage, the crisp, \ 
static nights make it the radio ama. 
teurs’ bag season.

All of these men 
hit him on the jaw. None of those 
men could hit as hard as I can hit.

But .I gave my word that I would 
fight when Mr. Rickard asked me and 
I am keeping my word. I do not 
know whether I will win, but I know 
that I can win and I hope and believe 
that I will. 


I say that I do not know now for 
certain whether I will win, and that is 
the truth, but it may be before the 
fight I will know and if I know I 
will say so. Before I had the fight 
with Willard at Jersey City I did 
not know for certain whether I would 
win. Some times while I was train- 
ing I thought maybe I would win. 
Mr. Willard had been champion of 
the world. He was a very big man. 
He was in good condition. I thought 
to myself sometimes that perhaps he 
was too big for me to hurt.

Attorney Latham 
had stated that the bar association 
had practically unanimously indorsed 
his appointment as judge of the new 
division of the Fulton superior court 
created by the last session of the gen- 
eral assembly. 

The report of the executive commit- 
tee urges the adoption cf a resolution

Increase for Last Month

New York, August 29.—Further 
gains were ®ade today in the stock 
market, Steel shares being especially 
strong on the weekly review of the 


Iron Age to the effect that new busi- 
ness has increased to the extent that 
August will show an improvement 
over July. The improvement has been 
most marked in the bookings of the 
independents, it was stated, which 
have been carrying relatively less un- 
finished business than the steel corpar- 
ation. Further improvement in the 
iron and steel trade is looked for dur- 
ing September. . 

The stock market was also helped 
by a very optimistic. statement by 
President Mitchell of the National 
City bank. He says that the recent 
slowing down in general trade will 
prove healthful in that it will. prolong 
business. Time money was scarce to- 
day even at 5 1-2 per cent. (Call 
money renewed and ruled at 5 1-4. 
German marks made a new low record 
‘for all time during the last hour, sell- 
ing at a million for 10 cents. 

Copper sold today at 13 7-8 cents 
a pound. Producers were anxious to 
get orders and buyers continued to 
be cautious. Today’s price was the 
lowest since the advance started last 
year. This year’s high was 17 1-4 
on March 19. For several days the 
price has been hanging around this 
year’s low of 14 cents.. 

Strength in the fertilizers stocks 
was marked today. There is a large 
outstanding short interest in these 
shares created a few weeks ago when 
the agricultural outlook was at its 
worst. Predictions were heard today 
that Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific had also been oversold and 
hence were due to rerovery, 

United. States Steel common made 
a lot of friends today by more than 
making up its dividend during the 
first hour. The closing last night 
was 95 with the quarterly dividend 
of 1-4 per cent coming off over- 
night. That should have made the 
opening price 91 3-4. But the open- 
nig ‘price was 92 after which there 
was a quick advance to 93 1-8 thus 
more than making up the dividend.

Soft Shell Crabs in Creole Style. 
The creole delights in chowders of 
all sorts, and none is more delicate 


than this one made of soft shell crabs. 
To make rather more than a quart of 
the chowder, put half an ounce of but- 
ter in a saucepan, and when it begins 
to color add a chopped onion, an ounce 
of raw ham, cut in dice, half a sweet 
pepper, freed of all seeds, and shred- 
ded with a little salt and pepper. Stir 
all together until the vegetables are 
brown. Then add a quart of consomme, 
a tablespoon of raw rice, -six ochres 
and one tomato sliced. Let all cook 


|slowly for half an hour, then add the 


meat of three large soft shell crabs 
which have been carefully washed, 
prepared and minced. Cook five min- 
utes longer and serve very hot. 
Broiled Soft Shell Crabs. 

No method of coaking the crabs is 
more delicate. Choose large, fine crabs, 
dip in melted butter an’ season lighly 
with salt and pepper. Arrange on a 
gridiron and broil until they take a 
delicate brown color, turning from 
side to side every few minutes. Ar- 
range on rounds of toast and pour 
over them hot melted butter, flavored 
with a little lemon juice and chopped 
parsley.

To be at their best, fried crabs must | g 


be simply cooked. Any thick coating 
of butter or flour serves only to spoil 
the delicate flavor. The east shore 
Marvylander, who knows crabs at their 
finest. chooses larze ones that are ab- 
solutely soft, a condition which lasts 
only a few hours.

Entry of the city of Atlanta in the 
national campaign to prevent automo- 
bile accidents was announced Wed- 
nesday by the Atlanta Chamber of 


Commerce. The chamber is sponsoring 
the campaign, and other civic organi- 
zations will be asked to enter in the 
program in order that Atlanta may 
win one of the prizes which are of- 
fered by the highway educational 
board of Washington, D. C., for the 
‘greatest percentage of reduction in ac- 
cidents. 

The plan is to offer a suitably pre- 
pared certificate, or other emblem, to 
the city showing the lowest accident 
and death rate over an allotted period 
of time, possibly for the months of 
September, October, November and 
December. Cities will be classed ac- 
cording to their size so that large 
cities will not compete with smaller 
ones. Accidents are to be reported 
monthly, and only such accidents as 
result in hospital record are to be 
considered. 

“If we proceed at the present rate, 
approximately 5,500 persons are to pe 
killed in. mototr accidents betweén 
now and the first of the year,” it was 
declared in the letter of invitation. 

By this competitive method, the 
board plans to reduce the accident and 
death toll on streets and highways. 

President Alfred C. Newell, of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, was 
enthusiastic in his indorsement of the 
plan, and in co-operation with city 
and county authorities and other civil 
organizations will undertake to work 
out a plan which will result in At- 
lanta receiving one of the awards. 

The Junior Chamber of Commerce 
will enter heartily into the plans, as 
this organization has been active in 
“Safety First’ campaigns of previous 
years.

to criticise the flat percentage in- 
crease, which would apply to miners 
who cut coal on a contract rate as 
well as to mine workers paid by the 
day. The ful] union demand was for 
a 20 per cent increase in the con- 
tract rates and for $2 a day to the 
day workers, whose lowest rate now 
is $4.20. 

Notwithstanding, the union attitude 
appeared to be far more friendly to 
acceptance of ‘the governor's proposal 
that was that of the employers’ con- 
tingent. 

Three Main Points. 

The three main points of his scheme 
of settlement were set forth as fol- 
lows : 

“1. Recognition of the basic eight- 
hour day for all employees, if longer 
hours are neCessary at certain times, 
or-in certain occupations, the over- 
time to be paid for at the eight-hour 
rate. 

“2 A uniform increase of 10 per 
eent of all employees. ‘This increase 
to take effect September 1 

“3. Full recognition of the union 
by the operators, without the checkoff, 
but with the right to have a union 
representative pfesent when the men 
are paid.” 

A fourth proposed complete recog- 
nition of the principle of collective 
bargaining. 

The governor also suggested that as 
a method of settling differences in 
case of disagreement between miners 
and operators, each side select a man 
agreeable to both to attend and take 
part in discussions, but without a 
vote and not as an umpire or referee. 
If then unable to agree, he proposed 
the differences be referred to the con- 
ciliation board “which will be provided 
with whatever equipment is necessary 
for the rendering of prompt decisions.” 

Demands Settiement, 

The governor’s complete 
follows: 

“My justification for proposing a 
basis upon which I beuieve this strike 
can be prevented witn justice to all 
parties is threefold. 

“First, that this sontroversy has 
continued until all chance of agree- 
ment by direct negotiations between 
_ miners and operators has been 
osf, 

“Second, that the interest of the 
miners, the operators and the public 
all require that this controversy shall 
be settled without a strike. 

“Third, that the public is entitied 

to a voice in the discussion, and the 
rights of the people generally deserve 
consideration a: least as much as 
those of the miners and the ope-ra- 
tors. 
“Onder snch circumstances, and in 
a case where the public welfare so 
urgently requires protection, the peo- 
ple have the clear and unquestionavle 
right to demand a settiement. 

“Both miners and operators have 
laid the essential poiuts of their po- 
sitions fully before me. 

“IT have at hand the stores of in- 
formation collected by the Pennsyl- 
vania department of mines and de- 
partment of Iabor and industry, and I 
have consulted with many men rep- 
resenting the widest v«riety of knowi- 
edge experience in the anthracite 


field. 
Sees Honor for Both. 


“Upon the basis of the informa- 

tion assembled from a!l these sources, 
with the profound belief that it af- 
fords a basis of settlement, which is 
reasonable and just, which miners 
and operators alike may accept with 
credit and honor, and with the firm 
conviction that fairness to the anthra- 
cite using people of America requires 
that it shall be accepted, I recom- 
mend the following basis of settleme it 
with the understanding that all ques- 
tions concerning it or not covered by 
it shall] be referred to the joint con- 
ference of scale committes, and that 
the anthracite conciliation board 
shall determine any questions upon 
which the joint conference cannot 
agree. 
* “1, Recognition of the basic eight 
hour day for all employes. If longer 
hours are necessary at certain times, 
or in certain »ecupations, the over- 
time to be paid for at the eight hour 
rate. 

“2. A uniform increase of ten per- 


cent to all employees, this increase to 
take effect September 1. 


‘3. Full recognition of the union 
by the operators, without the check 


off, but with che right to have a 
union representative present when 


the men are paid. I do not regard 
the question of open or closed shop 
as at issue in this controversy. 

“4. Complete recognition of the 
principle of collective bargaining. 

“T suggest as a means of avoiding 
or settling differences that in the 
course of collective bargaining the 
scale committees of the miners and 
operators are unable to agree. that 
they shall select a man agreeable to 
both sides to attend and take part in 
their discussions but withant a vote, 
and not as umpire or referee. If 
they are still unable to agree, their 
differences shall be.referred to the con- 
ciliation board, which shall be pro- 
vided with whatever equipment is nec- 
essary for the rendering of prompt de- 
cisions. 

Wage Rates «<ntiquated 

“T am strongly of the opinion that 
an agreement, signed on the foregeing 
basis should cover not less than one 


year. 

“The whole body of wage rates in 
the anthracite field is antiquated, hap- 
haza and honey-combed with in- 
equality. It n ion. I sug- 
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‘| complete within a year a thorough re- | ‘Bra 


vision, and fof that purpose be sup- 
plied with the necessary heip. : 

proposed increase of 10 per 
cent is recommended in view of the 
rhigh degree of skill required among 
the miners, and the extra hazardous 
nature of the occupation. Five hun- 
dred workers are killed and 20,000 
are injured each year. 

“The ten pet cent wage increase, ac- 
cording to the best figures available to 
me, will add sixty cents a ton to the 
cost of domestic anthracite coal at 
the mine. Of this amount not less 
than ten cents can be and ought to 
be absorbed by the operators without 
any increase of price. In the last 
three months of 1922 and the first 
three months of 1923 their profits 
have been greater than ever before in 
their history. But the extent to which 
these producing conditions will con- 
tikue no one can now predict with 
confidence. 

“The remaining fifty cents per ton 
should not in the end be taken from 
the consumer. The whole of it can 
e.sily and properly be taken out of 
the cost of transportation and distri- 
bution.” 

., Production Cost Varies. 

Anthracite mines vary in the cost 
of producing coal. A very consider- 
able percentage of the mines could 
bear at least half of the increase of 
60 cents per ton and still run at a 
feir profit. Others, operating on a 
sinaller margin, might be forced te 
close down if the cost of production 
were raised even by a much smaller 
amount. To decrease the margins at 
the mines more than ten cents per 
ton now might unduly reduce produc- 
tion. It is to the public interest 
that bins be filled for the winter and 
that factories continue to operate. 
When production is assured I intend 
to recommend constructive plans that 
will, I am _ eonfident, prevent any 
part of this increase of fifty cents 
a ton going to the consumer. 

“L believe the proposed settlement 
to be fair to all three parties to this 
controversy. It is fair to the miners, 
for it will notably improve their con- 
ditions as to wages, hours and recog- 
nition of the union, It is fair to the 
operators, for it leaves them in 
position to continue running their 
mines and to do so at a reasonable 
profit. It is fair to the public, for 
the public can better afford to get an- 
thracite at a slight increase in price, 
if that cannot be avoided, than not to 
get anthracite at all. In particular, 
it leaves both miners and operators 
far better off than either would be if 
the contention of the other had been 
accepted, 

P Calls Attention to Poor. 

[ call the attention pointedly of 
both sides to the fact that neither 
miners nor operators, whether the 
strikes goes on or whether it does not, 
can hope to have their own way fully 
in the end. Whether now or Iater, a 
compromise is inevitable, It is im- 
mensely to the advantage of each of 
the three parties in interest that the 
compromise shall be made before the 
enormous loss and suffering of a strike 
is undergone, rather than afterward. 
_ 4 call your attention also to the 
inevitable fact that the poor will 
suffer most if this strike goes on. 

“In a time when public opinion is 
more powerful than ever before, you 
are in danger of establishing in the 
public mind not only a bitter and 
lasting resentment, but a strong desire 
to requite you for the sufferings a 
strike would bring upon the people. 
The publie will utterly fail to see 
either reason, justice or good citizen- 
ship in continued fighting against this 
proposed settlement or over. such 
minor difficulties as this proposed set- 
tlement leaves open. 

“It is fair to ask miners and oper- 
ators alike to take‘time to consider 
this proposal. I do ask very earnestly 
that both sides will withhold the an- 
nouncement of any conclusion until 
they meet with me again at noon on 
Friday next, that they will then give 
their decisions, and that in the in- 
terval they wil] consider not only their 
own interests, but also their duty to 
| the anthracite using peoples of the 
United States.” 


SPECULATIVE JOBBER 
MADE HIGH COAL PRICE. 

Washington, August 20.—Responsi- 
bility for high prices paid by the con- 
sumer of anthracite last winter was 
laid directly to “‘the speculative jobber 
or wholesaler’ in a report issued today 
by the coal commission. In some in- 
stances, it was found by commission 
investigators, four wholesale purchases 
intervened between. the mine and the 
retailer, “margins’ running from 20 
cents to an aggregate of $4.75 a ton. 

“Should a stoppage of mining occur 
on September 1,” said the report, “it 
will accentuate the already panic de- 
mand for anthracite and unless the 
buyer and the retailer representing 
him learn from past experience un- 
scrupulous wholesalers will have an- 
other opportunity to repeat their spec- 
ulative activities of last fall and win- 
ter on any anthracite coal that may 
be on the market after September 1, 
as well as following the resumption of 
mining. 

“In the absence of any definite 
regulatory powers over eithcr mine 
prices or wholesalers margins on the 
part of the state and federal author- 
ities, the extent of such activities, and 
the amount of premium added by 
wholesalers will depend largely upon 
the willingness of the retailer and 
the consuming public to pay the 
prices demanded. It is only with 
the “etailers’ consent that the middle- 
man may receive as much in margin 
as the coal miner receives in wages 
from the same ton of anthracite.” 


Have Proper Place. 


Declaring that under normal con- 
ditions wholesalers have a_ proper 
place in the distribution of coal, the 
report continued: 


“They furnish an outlet for the coal 
of small mines whose total tonnage is 
too small to warrant the maintenance 
of a selling organization. In times 
of normal market, competition among 
wholesalers for the operators’ avail- 
able tonnage on the one hand and fer 
the consumers’ and retailers’ trade 
on the other keeps margins and prices 
low and commensurate with the gerv- 
ices rendered as distributors of coal. 
In time of a panic or sellers’ market, 
however, the independent wholesalers 
tend to become speculators, and buy 
and sell among themselves, thereby 
pyramiding margins and advancing 
prices without rendering any equiva- 
lent: service in bringing the coal near- 
er to the consumer. 

“The wholegnlers whose activities 
resulted in premium prices last_win- 
ter are, nominally at least, not di- 
rectly connected with the mines pro- 
ducing the coal, althevugh there are 
a considerable number of cases in 
which operators and _ wholesalers, 
while separate and distinct corrora- 
tions, are related through interlock- 
ing stock ownerships, interlocking di- 
rectorates and interlocking offivers. 
In some cases the interrelations ex- 
tend to a chain of »perators and 
wholesalers. 

Pyramid of Profits. t. 

“In times of a seller's market an- 
thracite is passed from one to an- 
other of these closely related inter- 
ests, each taking a profit on the 
transaction, with the result that 
the wholesale margins are pyramided 
and the consumer pays extremely 
high prices and profits to a group 
of related interests. In other cases 
the pyramiding results from specula- 
tive buying and selling among whole- 
salers who are separate and inde- 
pendent. Many cases of pyramiuling 
of margins both by related interests 
and among really separate and in- 
dependent wholesalers have been 
traced by the commission, .- 

“Anthracite coal escecially yields 
itself to speculation among wholesa’- 
rs-whenever there is in interruption 
of production due to strikes, railcoad 
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t as many as four wiole- 
sale purchases and sales some<imes | 
intervened between the mine and the 
retailer.” 


MARINE MARCH 
‘1S MUD-BOUND 


Brentsville; Va., August 29.—Heavy 
ruins which rendered roads impassi- 
ble and the camp site here a sea of 
mud, together with the stalling of the 
second and third sections of the force 
truck train near Independence Hill 
last night, held up the march into 
Virginia today of the marine corps 
east coast expeditionary force for 
maneuvers. 

News that the truck train, which 
was heavily loaded with food and 
other supplies, had been held up on ac- 
count of the muddy roads, the infan- 
try force having reached camp before 
the storm reached its height, struck 
the camp like a bombshell. The whole 
camp was roused and volunteers call- 
el for, over six hundred responding. 
A wireless to Quantico asked for 
tractors, but these.also became stalled 
shortly after leaving the marine base. 
At the camp here electric lights were 
set up in the camp streets, fires light- 
ed in the rolling kitchens and hot cof- 
fee and food prepared for the men 
rovsed from their beds. 

Two rescue parties were sent out 
to. the food train. Lines were attached 
to the trucks and the marines tug- 
ged away. By daylight most of them 
were extricated and by noon today 
all had reached camp. 

Weather permitting the march will 
continue tomorrow to Cedar Run. 


THEATER OWNERS PLAN 
FIGHT ON HIGH MOVIES 


New York, August 29.—A drive to 
whip into line the motion picture in- 
terests which are demanding higher 
film rentals and higher movie prices— 
prices with a “top” of $2—was re- 
ported today to lie behind the an- 
nouncement of the Theater Owners’ 
Distributing Corporation that it would 
start nation-wide distribution of pic- 
tures in October. 

Theater owners representing an in- 
vestment of more than $20,000,000 
and scattered throughout the coun- 
try, were said to be interested in the 
distributing company which opposes 
the upward trend of prices in movie- 
dom. 

W. A. True, president of the new 
corporation, said today: 

“The exhibitors protest against the 
folly of the $2 admission charge and 
the attitude of many of the na- 
tional distributors who are trying to 
secure more than the business can 
legitimately bear. We believe that 
our success holds on the fundamental 
po'icy of healthy entertainment at 
sinall prices. 

The exhibitors are frequently un- 
able to supply the public with what it 
wants under the present system of 
distribution whereby we are frequently 
forced to book pictures, sight unseen, 
six months in advance of their actual 
showing. We have even been forced 
to buy pictures before they were made. 

“The whole system has tended to 
disregard the public’s wishes. Bad 
pictures have not been wholly the 
fault of the exhibitor. This we will 
correct. Under our plan we will 
accept the desires of the public and 
passing these thoughts back to the 
studios, secure for the public the kind 
of attractions it desires, 

“We are opposed to the outrage- 
ously high salaries paid to stars, while 
tremendously high costs are passed on 
to the public.”

Bean C rop Raised. 


Rome. Ga., August 29.—(Special)— 
Although the first’ bean crop in this 
Section Was almost wiped out by the 
Mexican bean beetle, scores of farmers 
have raised an excellent late crop by 
using a poison dust recommended by 
the federal government. “ 

The poison, which has heen put out 
by a local seed store, after having been 
prepared from a government formula. 
contains lime, sulphur, and a very 
small. quantity of calcium arsenate. It 
has proven death to the bean beetle. 
farmers who have used it state, and 
the quantity of arsenate it contains is 
so minute as to render its use entirely 
safe. 

In many cases, hean crops where 
this poison has been used to dust the 
plants have made record rields, 
whereas in other nearby patches where 
no poison has been used the heetle 
has stripped the plants of hoth leaves 
and blooms, completely destroying the 
crop.
